profit. lt seems to us that $5.50 or 
$6.00 per ton paying $82.50 or $90.- 
00 per acre would be a sum well 
worth considering.” 

A ten ton crop which is a better 
average, would give you $60.00 an 


acre. 1930 contract figures show 
that if the farmer does nothing 
and contracts all work, charges 
himself with interest on 360.00 


land, water rental and all such ac- 
cessories to the total cost is $54.6: 
and a little work would half of 
this. So it is still a paying propo- 
sition. 

“Now as to the by products. Ex- 
periments have proven that beet 
tops are worth pound for pound 
the fmeding value of alfalfa hay. 
We don’t know how many tuns of 
tops there would be on an acre of 
15 ton beets but it would be consid 
erable.Then there is the pulp, one 
of the finest stock feeds obtainable 
and growers can get it for practic- 


ally nothing.

This morning Hon. Albert Perfon 
laine , minister of agriculture on- 
nounced another important help to 
farmers who buy feder cattle at the 
Union Yards to ship home for feed- 
ing. 

Mr Perfontaine said: “For some 
years the railways have made a de- 
duction of 25 per cent on the frei 
ght on cattle going out from the 
stockyards to be fed. and this has 
been a great help to feeders, but i), 
view of the present situation, anu 
the need of as many cattle as poss- 
ible being fed on the grains that 
this year are low in price, my dep 
artment has undertaken to pay a 
further 25 per cent of the freight. 
and the Dominion Government has 
agreed to assume 25 per cent, sv 
that the farmer buying cattie on 
the Winnipeg and St. Boniface 
yards will only have to put up 2. 
per cent of the frieght from the 
yards to his farm. 

“The railways, as in the past the 
Provincial and Dominion Governm.- 
eDts now, will care for 75 per cent 
of the freight from stockyuards to 
the farms, this taken in connection 
with the provincial goveraments's 
loan of money at 5 per cent. tothe 
cattle loan company to be loaned 
to farmers for 7 per cent. so that 
they may buy cattle on a 25 per 
cent. cash payment down, the bal-

in making it possible for farmers 
to feed stock this winter.”

return to its announced policy of 
helping farmers to help themselves 
will enable the American farmer to 
raise himself out of the “inconcei- 
vable distress and poverty into 
which he has been thrown.”
